PARIS, Sept. 18, 3:09 p. m.—The allies have progressed some- 

what on their western wing and are repulsing a vigorous German 
offensive movement, according to an official announcement made 
this afternoon by the French War Department. . 

The communication follows: 

‘‘The battle continued during yesterday along the front from 

the River Oise to the Woevre, without important changes in the 


situation at any point. 
‘‘First: On our left wing, on the heights to the north of the 
River Aisne, we have made slight progress against certain points ; 
Three offensive counter attacks undertaken by the Germans 
against the English army failed. From Craonne to Rheims we 
ourselves repulsed some very violent counter attacks executed dur- 
ing the night. 
‘‘The enemy tried in vain to take the offensive against Rheims. 
‘‘Second: On the center from Rheims to the Argonne, the 
enemy has reinforced himself by constructing important fortificae 
tions, and has adopted a purely defensive attitude. To the east 
of the Argonne, in the Woevre district, the situation is unchanged, 
‘‘On our right wing, in Lorraine and the Vosges, the enemy 
occupies positions organized on a defensive basis in the vicinity 
of the frontier.’’ 


Germans Repulse Attacks on

BERLIN, Sept. 18, via London, i2:12 p. m.—The following 
official ‘announcement was made at the headquarters of the Gen- 
vral Staff, last night: 

‘‘No decision yet has resulted in the battle between the Oise 
and the Meuse, but certain signs indicate that the power of resist 
ance of the enemy is relaxing.

TOKIO, Sept. 18.—Vice-Admiral Sada- 
kichi Kato, commander of the Second 
Japanese squadron, it is officially an- 
nounced, reports under date of Sept. 17 
that, in a reconnoiter by seaplane over 
Kiauchau Bay, the day before, bombs 
were dropped toward the enemy’s ships 
in the harbor, the wireless station and 
the electric motor house.

While the next move of either army is a matter of spebilatilin, the 
press of London dwells today upon the possibility that the Germans are 
striving only to hold the strong positions they now have assumed, with 
the view of keeping the allies at bay and thus afford Emperor William 
opportunity to rush more troops to his Eastern frontier.

PARIS, Sept. 18, 6:24 a. m—The many wounded prisoners coming in 
frem the front indicate that the allies have made the Germans give ground, 
the latter leaving their wounded behind. 

The army of Crown Prince Frederick William has finally turned on its 
pursuers at Montfancon, to the northwest of Verdun, encouraged, no doubt, by 
advices of reinforcements coming from the Rhine garrisons, and the line of 
defense is now clearly established from Noyon, 67 r miles northeast of Paris, 
to Montfaucon. 

In addition to the difficulty of reorganizing their forces to withstand the 
attack on the new line, the Germans are no doubt troubled about their rear. 
The resumption of activities by the Belgians means more than that its troops 
have had time to rest, and no doubt there is good foundation for the many 
rumors that King Albert’s forces have been reinforced, though from where is 
a matter of conjecture. 

_~ Some experts still think that the battle is only intended to insure the 
safety of the Crown Prince’s army, which had great difficulty in disengaging 
itself from the defiles of the forest of Argonne and is not yet, according to 
opinion here, by any means safe.

After the battle of Marne, the Ger- 
man problem was to bring the right, 
Von Kluck and Von Buelow, out of 
danger, get it solidly rooted beyond the 
flanking operations of the allies, then 
striking at it as Von Kluck had struck 
at the British from Mons to Compiegne. 
Exactly as the British retreat had com- 
pelled the whole Anglo-French battie- 
line, from the Channel to the Vosges, 
to withdraw, so Pau and French, on the 
German right, were in fact compelling 
the whole German force in France to 
retire. 

This withdrawal began about Sept. 7 
By Sept. 12 Von Kluck was back at the 
Aisne, near Soissons. His right flank 
was protected by the Olise, beyoni 
which, on the hilis near Noyon, he sta- 
tioned the troops drawn out of North- 
western France and reinforced from 
Belgium. ‘ 

Algne a Barrier. 

Along his front and that of Von Bue- 
low to the east, the River Aisne consti- 
tuted an admirable obstacle against the 
Anglo-French advance. Eastward, south 
of the Aisne, but north of Rheims, stood 
the armies of Von Hausen and the 
Grand Duke Albrecht. Beyond the Ar- 
gonne, the Crown Prince was struggling 
back from the attempted investment of 
Verdun, now abandoned because of the 
general retreat. 

The stand of the Germans could be 
interpreted as meaning several things. 
It might have been a new attempt to 
save trains and heavy artillery moving 
over miry roads, and now halting the 
retreat of the main army. It might 
mean an effort to help the Crown 
Prince, patently in difficulty, by pre- 
venting the concentration of allied 
troops from the left and center on his 
front. It might mean a desperate ven- 
ture to hold the position they occupied 
in France until fresh troops sent south 
permitted a new drive forward, a sec- 
ond attempt to isolate Paris and de- 
atroy the allied army. 

The problem of Gen. Joffre was less 
complex. For him it was essential! first 
to prevent the Germans from taking 
root in France and preparing a new ad- 
vance. Could they do this, much of 
the profit of the battle of the Marne 
would be lost. In addition, it was plain 
that any success on the right against 
the defeated troops of Von Kluck might 
imperil his communication with Bel- 
gium and drive him east upon the road 
already congested by the center. Pres- 
sure on the Crown Prince at the left 
might break his line of communications 
with Metz and thrown him west upon 
the center. Could this be done, ths 
German masses would have to depend 
on two difficult lines, one through Bel- 
gium, the other through France and 
Belgium to Stenay, for their supplies 
and for their retreat. 

Would Lese Advantage. 


Reinforced, their wings intact. the 
Germans can hereafter withdraw, if the 
numbers and resources of the enemies 
prove too great. Such a withdrawal 
would mean a surrender of the offen- 
mive in the western field for long weeks 
at best, because they would have to re- 
tire to the Meuse, not impossibly to Ger- 
man territory, before making another 
stand. This would rob them of the [ir 


man defeat. 


Allies Gaining Strength. 

If the allies lose, they will pres- 
ently have to retire again and a new 
German advance-to the Marne, an- 
other effort to isolate Paris and the 
barrier forts, is inevitable. A new 
battle of the Marne will have to be 
fought. But in the meantime, the 
allies will have received thousands of 
re-enforcements coming from British 
colonies. They know now exactly 
what German strategy now contem- 
Plates. They will no longer have to 
fight under the shadow of an unin- 
terrupted series of defeats. 


Moreover, it should always be remem- 
bered that Germany must still win de- 
cisively or retire. So long as the allies 
hold the sea, her right will be exposed 
to attacks from expeditionary forces 
landing from Ostend to Dieppe. In ad- 
dition, until Verdun falls, she will have 
to occupy Western Belgium to protect 
her main line of communication, and 
this means employing not less than 150,- 
000 troops sadly needed on their battle 
line in France. 

We see now precisely what the Ger- 
man plans contemplated. There was to 
be a rush through Belgium to Northern 
France. Once the main German army 
swept south of the Aisne, the Crown 
Prince was to encircle the barrier forts 
from the west, Gen. von Heeringen 
was to come in on the east and south 
of Nancy, and Verdun, Toul and the 
connecting forts were to be reduced. 
Then Germany would have a short line 
of communication through Metz and 
Strassburg; the main line of railways 
in Eastern France would be in her 
hands. Belgium could be evacuated and 
all her troops concentrated in Northern 
France. 

Crown Prince’s Peril. 

The plan was compromised by the 
resistance of the Belgians. It was 
temporarily wrecked by the failure 
of the Crown Prince to take Verdun 
before the defeat of the main armies 
at the Marne compelled his retreac. 
Failure ‘to reterat promptly put the 
Crown.:Prince in some peril, because 
the French offensive here was rapid, 
and since the’ French held Verdun 
they could operate on both sides of 
the Meuse on his line of ¢etreat. 

Briefly summarizing, then, a victory 
for the allies at the Aisne would almost 
certainly be decisive, so fan as the first 
phase of the war is concerned. Further 
German retreat would mean a retire- 
ment to the frontier along the Meuse, if 
there were no disaster, nothing but an 
inevitable yielding to superior numbers 
or to flank pressure. A defeat for the 
allies would mean the loss of much that 
was gained at the Marne, the necessity 
to fight it all out again, but the time 
gained would insure the arrival of vai- 
uable re-enforcements, the information 
acquired permit now effective resistance. 

For the allies, then, the battle of the 
Aisne is an important but hardly vital 
contest, aside from the possibility that 
they rneet disaster; for the Germans, it 
means the salvation or destruction of 
their whole campaign against France, 
their great offensive, now gone to the 
defersive, but palpably striving to‘ gat 
in _motion once more. 
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thrown a large amount of field gun am- 
munition into the river, where it was 
visible under two feet of water. 

“On our right the French reached the 
line of the River Vesle. On this day 
began an action along the Aisne, which 
is not yet finished. 


Front 15 Miles Long. 


“On Sunday, the 13th, extremely strong 
resistance was encountered the whole 
of our front,. which was some 15 miles 
in length. The action still consisted for 
the most part of long-range gun fire. 
Some of the actual crossings of the 
Aisne were guarded by strong detach- 
ments of infantry with machine guns. 

“By nightfall portions of all three 
corps were across the river, the cavalry 
returning to the south side. By this 
night or early next morning three pon- 
toon bridges had been built and our 
troops also managed to get across the 
river by means of the bridge carrying 
the canal over the river. 

“On our left the French pressed on, 
but were prevented by artillery fire 
from building a pontoon bridge at Sois- 
sons. A large number of infantry, how- 
ever, crossed the railway bridge. 
“During the last three or four days 
many isolated parties of Germans have 
been discovered hidden in the woods, 
a long way behind our line. 

Bread Left in Town. 
“Villers Cotterets was evacuated by 
the Germans, Sept. 11, in such haste 
that they left behind a large amount of 
the bread requisitioned. 
“It was stated by the inhabitants that 
the enemy had destroyed and abandoned 
1§ motor trucks, seven guns and ammu- 
nition wagons. 
“Rheims was occupied by the enemy 
on Sept. 3% It was reoccupied by the 
French after considerable fighting on 
Sept. 13. 
“On the 12th, a proclamation, a copy 
of which is in the possession of the 
British army, was posted all over the 
town. A literal translation of this pos- 
ter follows: 
“*Proclamation—In the event of an 
action being fought early today or in 
the immediate future, in the neighbor- 


hood of Rheims, the inhabitants are 


warned that they must remain absolute- 
ly calm and must in no way try to take 
part in the fighting. They must not at- 
tempt to attack either isolated soldiers 
er detachments of the German army. 
The erection of barricades, the taking 
up of paving stones in the streets in a 
way to hinder the movement of troops, 
or, in a word, any action that may em- 
barrass the German army, is formally 
forbidden. 

‘“*With an idea of securing adequately 
the safety of the troops and to instill 
calm into the population of Rheims, the 
persons named below have been geized 
as hostages by the Commander in Chief 
of the German army. These hostages 
will be hanged at the slightest attempt 
at disorder. Also, the town will totally 
or partially be burned and the inhab- 
itants will be hanged for any infraction 
of the above. 

*“*By order of the German authorities. 

“ “THE MAYOR.’ 

“Here followed the names of 81 of the 
principal inhabitants of Rheims, with 
their addresses, including four priests 
and ending with the words ‘And some 
others.’ ’

PARIS, Sept. 18.—The announcement, 
made in Paris papers, that all Italian 
reservists have been called to the colors 
on Sept. 28, is taken as showing con- 
ciugively that Italy is about to enter 
the war as an ally of France, England 
end Russia. Mobilization of the army 
has been going on quietly hitherto, and 
this final step, on the twenty-eighth, it 
is predicted, will be followed almost 
immediately by a declaration of war 
egainst Austria.

Staff Silent on Movements. 

There is little illuminating news for 
the public and not:the slightest hint 
of the movements of positions of the 
German army in France for the last 
10 days has been disclosea by tre mili- 
tary authorities, who are determined 
to veil the situation in mystery until 1 
Gecision is reached.

From Sept. 7 to 13 the Russians took a

efi in the rear and flank by the forest 
of Friching. whose pathiess woods and 
swamps furnished an almost impregne- 
ble position. The Russians devoted great 
efforts to entrenching their position and 
brought up.. besides, their heavy arti'- 
lery.

Russians Had Four Corps.

“On Monday last it was rather quiet 
in Louvain. Our troops had arrived 
and been quartered in hotels and pri- 
vate houses. The soldiers seemed to 
be quite in harmony with the occu- 
pants. On Tuesday afternoon tidings 
arrived of threatening attacks from 
Antwerp. Our troops suddenly departed 
from Louvain, leaving a rather small 
military force behind. A militia bat- 
talion remained in order to protect the 
railways, and the General in comman4, 
with the first division of his staff, 
hurried forward to the fighting line. 

“At this moment a deadly fire came 
from all parts of the town. The sec- 
ond division of the staff was attacked. 
Five officers were wounded, and sev- 
eral horses were killed. The shooting 
was directed from the _ restaurants 
around the market place, from the roofs 
and from behind chimneys. We fired 
in return. 

“Two priests who, it had been proved, 
had supplied the people with ammu- 
nition,- were shot down near the me- 
morial standing on the market place. 
The battle in the street became more 
violent. Fresh troops who had just 
arrived joined. Louvain was soon 
burning at all parts of the town. A 
petrol reservoir, for instance, had been 
fired at. 

“The battle lasted from Tuesday eve- 
ning until Wednesday afternoon, when 
the town. including its northern sub- 
urb, Heret, was all in flames. Our 
men were beyond themselves with rage 
concerning the deceitful attack. 

“Our militiamen, being themselves 
mostly fathers of families, would not 
have taken such terrible steps had they 
not been compelled to. 

“It is a heavy. though a just, pun- 
ishment to the Belgian Government and 
te Louvain, which had arranged this 
well-organized attack.” 


Attorney-General Says U. S. 
Has Right to Censor Wireless 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Censorship 
of wireless messages by the Federal 
Government is legal, according to an 
opinion by Attorney-General Gregory re- 
ceived today by Secretary Daniels.

The Gazette correspond- 
ent is permitted to state, on the highest 
official authority, that any proposition 
for mediation at the present time is en- 
tirely out of the question. 

The tripartite agreement has for its 
chief aim that of definitely destroying 
the power of Prussia as the kernel of 
German militarism.

Take Their Places. 
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LONDON, Sept. 18.—Speaking in the 
House of Lords yesterday, Field Mar- 
shal Earl Kitchener revealed the 
strength of the British expeditionary 
force in France and described what he 
believed must be done to assure a suc- || 
cessful issue of the conflict. A steady 
flow of reinforcements was necessary, 
he sald. 

There were already in France, the 
Secretary of War said, rather more than 
six divisions of British troops and two 
divisions of cavalry, which were being 
maintained at their full strength. (A 
British division contains about 15,000 
men.) Further regular divisions ani 
additional cavalry were being organ- 
ized from units drawn from overseas 
garrisons which were now being occu- 
pied by terrttorials and volunteers. 

Territorials Now in Garrisons. 

A division of territorials already had 
left for Egypt, a brigade had gone io 
Malta and a garrison force to Gibraltar. 
Referring to the two new armies, the 
Secretary said that new divisions were 
now being collected at the training 
quarters. The third army was being 
formed on the new camping ground an: 
the fourth army was being created 
Meantime Indian divisions were on their 
way. 

Speaking with full knowledge of the 
situation at the front, Lord Kitchener 4 
declared: ‘‘The tide has now turned.’’ 
In his dispatches from the front, Sir 
John French, commander of the British 
expeditionary force, had omitted, the 
Secretary continued, one aspect of the 
situation—“the consummate skill and 
calm courage of the commander him- 
self.” The Government appreciated, 
however, the full value of Sir Johns 
services. Earl Kitchener also paid a 
tribute to the other Generals and the 
bravery and endurance of.the officers 
and men of the expeditionary force. 
The latest advices from Gen. French 
did not materially change the situation 
as it was already known from published 
statements. The troops were reported 
to be in good heart and ready to move 
forward ‘‘when the moment arrived.”’

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Sir John French 

Worships Napoleon, 

His Sister Relates 

LONDON, Sept. 138. 

RS. DESPARD, interviewed 

Mi by a Post-Dispatch cor- 

respondent about her broth- 

er, Sir John French, who com- 

mands the British forces’ in 
France, said: 

“My brother will be one of the 
happlest men on the field, for the 
war game is his one passion. He 
loved it when he was a boy. Bat- 
tles were his only hobbies, and 
Napoleon was, and is still, his hero 
—Napoleon the soldier, not Napol- 
eon the politician. Indeed, he 
holds very strongly that a soldier 
should stick to his sword. That 
is one of the first axioms in life. 

“In one curious way his admira- 
tion for Napoleon has been unex- 
pectedly useful. In pursuing his 
hero worship, my _ brother has 
traced every hillock and hedgerow 
of the country over which he now 
is fighting. He knew the Belgian 
theater of war by heart throurh 
the Waterloo campaign, before he 
ever landed. War is the game the 
General best loves, the game he 
has spent his life in learning, the 
greatest game of all, and he is a 
happy warrior.’’ 


Forces, and a few days later the na- 
tlon learned that he had arrived on 
the Continent as Commander in Chief 
in the fleld of the British expedition- 
ary force. 


When the Boer War began in 1899 
and the British began to ‘muddle 
through it somehow,” the first lesson 
John Bull learned was that the ancient 
triumphs of British arms could not be 
sustained in these days of superbly ef- 
ficient organization by any system 
which was constructed upon other than 
the utilitarign basis. Utterly unfur- 
nished for fs great task, with officers 
in high command for reasons other 
than their fitness, the British army in 
South Africa during the first few 
months went from blunder: to blunder 
and disaster followed disaster. The na- 
tion woke up the War Office and de- 
manded that for the heavy task the 
finest fighting material of the nation be 


ner was made Chief of Staff and one of 
his first acts was to employ Col. J. P. 
D, French, who had a fine fighting rec- 
ord in India and the Sudan, as the 
head of the cavalry brigade. 


Smoked Cigar Under Fire. 
Col French had been dispatched to 


South Africa from India at the threaten- 
ing of hostilities and was with Gen. 
Sir George White in Ladysmith when 
war broke out. It was soon evident that 
the town would be surrounded and be- 
sieged, and Sir George White decided 
that French would be more profitably 
employed in his own work as a leader 
of cavalry. He ordered him to leave the 
town and join the main forces. Col. 
French got into the last train that left 
Ladysmith until relieved, and after tak- 
ing his seat in his compartment, lit a 
cigar. Soon the bullets of the Boers be- 
gan to crash through the glass and 
woodwork of the carriage, and he 
strategically changed from a vertical io 
e horizontal position and finished his 
cigar lying cooly under the seat. His 
escape gave him his chance. 
The fact that he is an Irishman, al- 
though born in Kent, may explain a 
lot. It has ever been the luck of the 
Irish to be permitted to get among the 
real fighting. 
It was perhaps this Irish love of fight- 
ing that caused him to leave the navy, 
into which he had entered as a boy of 
14, after he had served four years, and 
transfer to the army, becoming a sub- 
altern in the hussars. For the navy 
gets a chance to fight sometimes, but 
in the army there is a chance to fight 
always. England generally has a lit- 
tle war in some part of the world. 
Gen French at the time the Boer War 
began was almost unknown to the gen- 
eral public, although he stood very high 
in the estimate of the service, which 
after all is the only test that matters to 
a soldier. Soon the whole nation was 
ringing with cheers at his brilliant hand- 
dling of the cavalry, which did more, 
perhaps, than any other arm to win for 
Great Britain. 

Stubby in His Physique. 
The chief physical characteristic of 
Sir John French is stubbiness, for he 
is stubby in figure, wears a stubby 
mustache, and has the capacity of tre- 
mendous physical exertion vver long 
periods that only the stubby can en- 
dure. He is a restless and swift mov- 
ing man whose duties on the battlefield 
have so far been confined to the carry- 
ing out with tremendous vigor, at the 
pace his fine cavalry set, the orders | 
of which have intrusted to him one} 
part of a combined government. Now 
he is called upon to perform an almost 
identical function, as the troops of 
which he is in supreme command are 
but one part of the vastest combined 
movement that has ever been conceived 
upon a field of battle. 

Like all great leaders, he has earned 
the entire confidence of his men. They 
trust him absolutely. The only peril 
seen in his career so far as has been 

unbroken successes. The French 
campaign placed him in the most diffi- 
cult position he has ever known, not 
merely because of the inherent fatality 
of the operations to the pride and in- 
tegrity of French nation he is support- 
ing, but because by the inevitable dis- 
position of the forces, he was called 
to maneuver his troops from 
action to action by retreats. It was the 
first time that Sir John French has had 
that experience.

Rescuers Believed Accident Be-

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah., Sept. 18. 
—Twelve men were buried by a cave- 
in in the Oklahoma Stops of the Cen- 
tennial-Eureka mine at EureKa ves- 
terday afternoon. At 8 o'clock at 
night the first body was recovered. 
There was but little rock on the body 
and it is believed that the miner was 
instantly killed by the concussion 
following the cave-in. 

Thirteen men entered the stope 
with the day shift.

A rescuing party which went into 
the mine immediately after the cave- 
in found that the accident, which was 
between the 1200 and 1600 foot level, 
probably had caused the death of all 
the miners.

ORDERS REAGH TE 
BUY-A-BALE BOARD 


Promoters of Movement Now 
Have More Than $150,000 
to Invest in Staple. 


CONDITIONS IMPROVING 


Committee’s Support Stiffens 
Prices and Many Growers 
Will Hold Part of Crop. 


An order for 100 bales of cotton, with a 
check for $5000, was received from the 
Wrought Iron Range Co. by the Buy-a- 
Bale of Cotton Committee of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League today. W. W. Culver, 
president of the range company, sug- 
gested that a movement ought to Dbe 
started now for establishing a cotton 
mill in St. Louis. 

Orders for ]30 bales were received in 
the mails this morning by the cotton 
committee. Checks to pay for 127 of the 
bales were reecived with the orders. 
The committee has now received orders 
for 3369 bales and will begin making 
purchases immediately. 

The buying committee is holding con- 
ferences with Charles Senter, George 8. 
Tiffany and James H. Allen, practical 
cotton men, to determine the best meth- 
od of buying. The cotton men have 
tendered their services to the committee 
and will place orders for the cotton with- 
out charging any commission, 

W. F. Saunders, secretary of the cot- 
ton committee, said that the buy-a-bale 
movement had _ stiffened the market 
price for cotton, and that conditions 
were rapidly improving. Mary farmers 
are finding out, he said, that they will 
not have to sell all. their cotton, and 
they are holding their surplus them- 
selves. 

Has 3150,000 to Invest. 
The committee now has more than 
$150,000 to invest in cotton. The orders 
will be distributed throughout the cot- 
ton growing states in St. Louis trade 
territory. 

Thousands of letters are being 
out by the committee to people in St. 
Louis who could afford to buy a few 
bales of cotton. Many orders are ex- 
pected from these letters. The orders 
received today were:

Federal Agents Are Told of Dif- 
ficulty of Meeting Lebanon 
Washout Problem.

Mo., Sept. 18.—inter- 
state Commerce Commission inspec- 
continued their investiga- 
tions of the wreck of the “Texas 
Limited’ on the Frisco im a washout 
two miles west of Lebanon, Tuesday 
morning, when 27 passengers and em- 
ployes were drowned. They said they 
had no evidence in addition to that 
introduced at the hearing conducted 
by Commissioner Frank Wightman of 
the Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion vesterday, and were only closing 
up details of their investigation. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, 
Wightman anounced that it was his 
opinion that the evidence indicate’ 
that the high water could properly 
be termed an “act of God” and that 
the wreck could not kave been 
avoided. 

Engineers Study Problem. 

Examiners Starbird and Jones of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
questioned the witnesses regarding 
the precautions which might be taken 
to guard against future washouts at 
the same place. F. G. Jonah, chief 
civil engineer of the Frisco, said that 
it would be impossible to construct 
the track in a manner which would 
prevent washouts in as heavy a rain 
as that which fell Monday night. He 
said the construction as it existed 
before the wreck was all that was 
needed to carry away any volume of 
water which engineering knowledge 
could imagine ever would come down 
the gulley toward the track. 

Wie said he believed that, if the 
track were replaced in the condition 
it was before the wrec'’x, the railroad 
would have a perfect construction at 
this point, considered from an en- 
gineering standpoint. He said, how- 
ever, that he had a large force of en- 
gineers on the ground and that the 
problem would be given close engi- 
neering attention.

RAILROADS AND PEOPLE. 

Two vital interests are concerned ‘in the ques- 
tion of granting any part of the sweeping {n- 
creases of freight and passenger rates asked by 
Missouri railroads. One is the interest of the 
railroads, and the other is the interest of the 
people whom they serve. 

Bloquent pleas concerning the needs of the rail- 
roads in the slough of financial distress in which 
they find themselves should not blind the Public 
Service Commission to the effects of increased 
railroad rates on industry, commerce and the cost 
of living. 

The actual needs of the railroads must be pro- 
vided. They must have living rates. They must 
have revenue sufficient to meet interest charges, 
operating and maintenance expénses, and a fair 
profit on investment. They should have no more 
—not a dollar for extravagances, jobbery or 
watered stock. 

The problem is to determine what are living 
rates; precisely what rates will provide for actual 
needs. There is juggling to be guarded against 
in deciding this point. 

If the commission should look into the past 
record of railroading in this State it would easily 
discover the cause of most of the present troubles 
of most of the roads. [t would uncover criminal 
jobbery and extravagance. 

We may let the past go, so far as rates are con- 
cerned. Whatever may have been done in the 
past, the railroads mus} flow be put upon a stable, 
paying basis which will enable them to satisfy 
the demands of traffic for the present and the 
future; which will enable them to give adequate 
service and provide for extensions. 


commission must determine present railroad 
values. It must go into the question of honesty, 
efficiency and economy of management. It must 
consider the possibility of economies which will 
not impair efficiency. Increasing railroad rates 
means increased cost of all the commodities the 
railroads handle. It means higher prices for the 
necessaries of life. It means increased burdens 
on industry and commerce. It means increased 
cost of living for people now struggling under 
difficulties. 

The increases asked by the railroads, ranging 
from 25 to 225 per cent on freight with a cent a 
mile on passenger traffic, indicate an effort to 
make hard times an excuse for imposition. But 
the railroads cannot be permitted to fatten on 
distress. The public must be protected from im- 
position.

SWITZERLAND’S NEUTRALITY. 

That Germany planned to violate. not only the 
neutrality of Belgium and Luxemburg but that of 
Switzerland is a ‘mooted question. The finding of 
documents tending to prove that Germany in- 
tended to invade Swiss territory so as to turn 
Belfort is now announced by the authorities at 
Geneva. 

If such was the first intention, the Swiss 
mobilization of 250,000 men in 48 hours was amply 
calculated to inspire second thoughts—with an- 
other 250,000 to back them up. 

To violate Swiss neutrality would have stirred 
up not only the Swiss hornet’s nest, but the ire 
of the world even more deeply than by the in- 
vasion of Belgium. It would have been more 
than ignoring a scrap of paper; it would have 
heen a blow at the world’s traditional and monu- 
mental example of neutrality. 

In 1815 the allied armies passed through the 
territory of Switzerland which had to yield 
to HBurope’s general necessity. Switzerland was 
practically under‘duress. But free to assert it- 
self, in 1870 it refused similar permission to the 
Alsatians, in which refusal the world upheld it, 
and its inviolate character has been strengthened 
by every recognition, consensus and expression 
of world opinion since then. 
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THE OHOICE OF A TRADE. 

The Sage Foundation’s Survey agents have 
learned that the barber's trade gives ..s follow- 
ers steadier work than any other pursued by 
men. 

They have learned that printing, baking, brew- 
ing, farm implement making, shoemaking an‘ 
piano making pay higher wages, and offer more 
chances to earn unusually high wages, than most 
other trades. 

They tell us these trades are generally on the 
short-day basis, the longest hours, 10 per day, 
being reported from the bakeries. 

The death rate, they say, is lowest in shoe 
shops, highest in breweries. : 

The Survey folk urge that their findings af- 
ford a basis for organizing vocational instruc- 
tion in the public schools, and without doubt vo- 
cational education, gaining ground more rapidly 
than any other new feature introduced into our 
school system for many years, needs all such 
light that can be given it. It would be quite as 
disastrous to train too many youths for trades 
already overcrowded as not to give them any vo- 
cational training at all. 


NEW WORKMEN’S OCOOMPENSATION BILL

mission and approved by the Business Men’s 
League, providing for workmen's compensation, is 
a decided improvement over the bill drafted in 
1913, which failed to become law. 
Under the 1913 bill, compensation for injury 
causing temporary total disability was fixed at 
$5 to $10 per week, for 300 weeks, or a maximum 
total of $4000. The new bill increases the week- 
ly payments to $6 to $15 or a maximum total 
of $6000, for 400 weeks. 
For permanent total disability, the former bill 
fixed the weekly compensation at from $5 to $10, 
for 400 weeks. Under the proposed new law, a 
workman may receive from $9 to $22.50 for a pe- 
riod of 400 weeks, according to the conditions of 
disablement, occupation and age of the injured 
employe. And the commission is empowered, un- 


der certain conditions, to shorten the period and 


Present conditions, however, are important. The.

Under the ‘ol bill, the maximum compensation 
could be no more than 50 per cent of the average 
weekly earnings. The proposed new law imocreases 
the maximum to 75 per cent of the earmtngs. 

The law proposed is not compulsor~ Hither 
employer or employe may elect or refuse to fore- 
£0 their common law action or defenses {n damage 
suits. 

As approved by the Manufacturers and Tnsur- 
ance Committee of the Business Men’s League, the 
bill is tentative and subject to amendment, the 
Senate Commission being still at work eon its 
final form. 
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THE RULE OF REASON. 
President Wilson in his reply to the complaints 
of the German Emperor and the Belgian commis- 
sion aptly called attention to The Hague commis- 
for the settlement of international disputes. 
As the President properly said, the United 
States cannot singly intervene to check brutal- 
ities perpetrated by the European belligerents, 
but there is a court designed to adjust all inter- 
national controversies. 
It is well at this time to emphasize the work of 
The Hague and the value of the agreements en- 
tered into there. 

It is well to call attention to a tribunal which 
was created to avert war and all its horrors and 
stands ready to settle differences and preserve 
peace by the rule of reason. 

There would be no horrors to complain of if 
the nations would go to court instead of war; if 
governments would adopt the same civilized 
methods of adjusting disputes which they impose 
upon individuals within their boundaries.

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CITY NEEDS EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 
Under the new charter, the Board of Alder- 
men ‘‘may by ordinance include in the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare and make provision 
for a City Free Employment Bureau, and pro- 
vide for such officer of officers in charge thereof 
as may be necessary.” 

That the need for such an employment bureau 
is great is shown by the fact that each day’s 
mail brings the Post-Dispatch pathetic appeals 
from men and women out of work, who say 
they have exhausted all the known methods of 
obtaining employment. Many of these letters 
are evidently from intelligent, educated persons, 
often with more or less experience. It is im- 
possible to print all these appeals. And neither 
the State Employment Bureau nor the private 
employment agencies are meeting the emergency. 
The State Employment Bureau is a branch 
of the State Labor Bureau, which is busy, in 
the main, with gathering and publishing statis- 
tics. It has no special fund or provision for 
advertising or taking active steps towards becom- 
ing a real, live employment bureau. 

What is needed is a special St. Louis bureau, 
with no other duty or interest but to bring the 
worker and the employer together and, so far 
as possible, alleviate the condition of forced un- 
employment. Such a bureau should be created 
by the Board of Aldermen before the cold weather 
seta in.

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SWEDEN’S POWER FROM WATER, 
From Dally Consular and Trade Reports. 

The power needed in Sweden by its 
various enterprises is materially larger 
than the increased importation of coal 
would indicate. This deficiency has 
been covered by hydro-electric installa- 
tions. The water falis of Sweden have 
been calculated to contain 6,000,000 
horsepower, only about 16 per cent of 
which is used at present. 

The Swedish government has erected 
power stations at Trollhatten, and oth- 
ers are in process of construction at 
Dalelf and Porjus in Lapland. As soon 
as these stations are completed elec- 
tricity will be the motive power used 
or all the state railroads of North- 
ern Sweden. 

Of the 100 cities and towns through- 
out the country, 72 are lighted by elec- 
tricity produced by the water falls.

READY FOR A LONG WAR 


Petrograd’s Original Plan Was 
to Leave Poland Open for 
German Invasion. 


Frem a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


PETROGRAD, Aug. 23.—At the first 
news of the declaration of war, Ryssia’s 
Plan of campaign depended, like that of 
Germany, on the supposition that there 
would be no resistance to the Prussians 


in Belgium. The Russians expected an 
immediate German advance into Russian 
territory. They had very good reason 
for believing that this advance into Rus- 
sian territory would be through Poland. 
For some time circulars have been scat- 
tered tn Poland by Austrians and Ger- 
mans promising that in the event of war 
the ancient Polish kingdom should be 
re-established under the protecfion of 
Austria. The Russians had determined 
to offer no resistance to this advance, 
and, indeed, invited it. 
Witkdrew Troops From Poland, 

Two points of concentration—Kovno 
and Kiev—were chosen with the idea 
that the Germans pushing forward 
through Poland would find themgelves 
in a difficult position and in extreme 
danger of being cut off in case the 
northern army, under Gen. Rennen- 
kampf, was able to advance into Ger- 
many. There were also political con- 
siderations, which suggested that noth- 
ing would be more likely to lessen the 
Poles’ friendship for Austria than an oc- 
cupation of Poland by Austrian and 
German troops. Accordingly, Russia 
withdrew her troops from Poland, left 
only a single regiment in Warsaw, and 
waited for the Germans to come along. 

The occupation of Kalishtch by Ger- 
man troops proved the wisdom of these 
Russian plans. The small advance by 
the Germans was sufficient warning to 
the Poles that the fire was a very great 
deal hotter than the frving pan, and 
never during the last 200 years have the 
Poles so completely identified their in- 
terests with those of Ruseta as during 
the last fortnight. 

Then the complexion of § things 
changed. The difficulties encountered 
in Belgium made a German advance 
The newly and 
clearly manifested hostility of the Poles 
to Germany made Poland not a possi- 
bly hostile country, but a country 
eagerly welcoming Russian troops, and 
the Russians accordingly changed their 
plans, reoccupied Poland, and made 
Warsaw the headquarters of the Com. 
mander in Chief, the Grand Duke Nic?:- 
olas. 

Underground Huts for Winter. 

The result of this change Is rhat Rus- 
sia is now doubly prepared. Her orig- 
inal intention had been to wait, to let 
the enemy advance, and to protract the 
campaign into the winter months, which 
are more favorable to Rugsian than to 
German troops. With this intention the

The Russians, accordingly, are safe 
in the best retiring positions any army 
has ever had. And though the soldiers 
have gone to the front equipped for a 
summer campaign, preparations virtual- 
ly are completed for the winter, and at 
the first approach of oold every soldier 
in the army will be dressed properly to 
face it.
